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1. The Oberspreewerk finds it increasingly difficult to obtain raw materials. 
It was stated during a conference that no further raw materials will be sent 
from Russia and that necessary supolies must be procured from Serman stocks, 
if necessary, by means of barter arrangements. The following items are to 
be imported from the western zones; the plants listed telow them are tein 
eonsidered as possible supoliers of the roods cone-rned:

2. Further difficulties are occasioned for the Oberspreewerk by the total lack of 
coordination in industry. A typical example is that encountered in the case 
of the Leuchstoff GmbH in Steinbach/Thuringia, the onlv factory of its kind in 
the Russian Zone, which was scheduled to be dismantled. «4 proun of 057 specialists 
Visited it in order to see what conld be salva:ed for the continuation of 
research work and production. Upon their arrival they discovered that everything 
had been dismantled and that all machines, raw materials, and forrmls@ were 
already shipred. The leading ~en had escaved to the west. 


3. Dr. Hachenberg has been ordered to try to develop machines and materials suited

In addition, one 
aperture-plate was omitted in the plate a, (Anode); this has the disadvantage 
of allowine secondary electrons which are released to ret into the field of 
vision, tuerebv interferine with the picture, i.e.,imare, The apertiure-plate 
will be used in the plate ag, where the acceleration of released secondary 
electrons micht, verhans, be stooped, so that these electrons will no longer 
interfere with the imare. 
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
